But what 
memories many of us have of a certain period in discouraging at- 
tempts to dominate this two-wheeled machine. It is a profound 
observation, when considered in its full light. 

We underrn-ads are more or iess biased and predjudiced 
amongst ourselves. We cannot stand certain fellows — their vievrs 
seem to us dreadfully perverted and twisted: we therefore will not 
tolerate them. We, ourselves, venture our opinions sometimes; 
and, very often these are unhappily misinterpreted by our fellows. 
Hence we find in McGiil a very damaging group or clique spirit . 
Now groups and clans can co-operate to the great advantage of the 
main institution, and again they can wotIc the other way. 

-2fOpinions are opinions — they never will concur, nor were they 
"ever rïïèânl to. Something is Truth to one but Falsity to another. 
But there' ie. positively no sane excuse for violently differing on the 
issue. . FaT better concede the possibilities of each, even though it 
.may opst one considerable effort. 

Then^ if we all could cultivate that great gift — Toleration, we 
ahould proceed a long way on the road of education. As in the case of 
. the bicycle, a great amount of energy and effort expended for a 
time is ultimately worth one's while.

THE UNIVERSITP OF BRITISH COLUMBIA 



Jt is fitting that at the ceremonies celebrating the opening of 
the new buildings of 'the. University of British Columbia on the 
headland of Point Grey the chief speaker should be the Principal 
of McGiil, for McGilJ and the Pacific coast university have been 
closely connected in the past, and, probably largely as a result of 
that, past connection. McGiil holds a high place in the estimation 
of 'British Col umbians. 

After an attempt in the latter part of last century to found a 
provincial university had failed, Vancouver High School and then 
Vicjtdria High School were affiliated with McGiil for the first year 
jh Arts. Later the McGiil University College of Eritish Columbia 
took over the work of Vancouver and Victoria Colleges, covering 
three, years in Arts and two years in Applied Science. 

• The actual connection with McGiil came to an end in 1915 
when the University of British Columbia took its place among the 
universities of the Dominion as an independent institution. That it 
has made worthy progress is evidenced by the opening this month 
of fine new buildings in which its work can be better and more 
efficiently carried on. 

The actual and real connection between McGiil and U. B. C. 

has been broken, but there is a connection in tradition and senti*

ment which neither acts of legislatures nor openings of new build-

ing8 can break. McGiil, joining in the congratulation and praise 
being accorded the recent expansion of the far western college, 
proudly remembers that it had foetered U. B. C, in its infant days,

EDUCATION vs.- PEDANTRY 

There have been in our experience 
two types of professors— those -who 
endeavor to give their students a 
broad, clear idea of the subject at 
hand, and those who turn their 
courses into suessinp contests In 
which those -who have the best mem- 
ories for unimportant details survive 
regardless of whether they have 
learned in any useful way. 

The chief aim of tho college pro 
fesser should be to teach his ntu 
dents as much as he can, and to 
make the things they loam as use 
fill to them as possible. On thei 
other hand a number of pedagogues 
seem to desire only to devise, ways 
and means for tricking the students, 
luring them Into fais" statements, 
und seeking lo becloud rather Lhan 
clarify their mrnds. 

We hold no brief for no-culled 
"snap" courses; nor do we fall to 
recognize the fuel thai ji thorough 
knowledge of n subject. Is far mort 
dun ral>le and less naslly obtained 
than a superficial Iden of lis gener- 
alities. We do assert that when 
knowledge is 'obtainable easily the 
professor should not solid Ills stu- 
dents off on a false and difficult 
trail, delaying the arrival nt the goal; 
nor should ho seek to trip thorn by 
plaein;;' trivial obstacles In 1 hoir 
way. 

A certs 111 amount of notebook and 
other written work is necessary per- 
haps lo give the professor nil Idea, nf 
I he progress of his sl.udenlrij when 
such work is so iirrsnged as lo ellm- 
lllate thought and add In iho co- 
herence of the student's Ideas II. tins 
an undoubted value. Cerliiln forms 
of such exercises, however, inny fair- 
ly be classed with Iho obstacles. 
Among these we Hat such priicllcos 
ns requiring slndenls to outline 
textbooks— a (ask which Is usually 
accomplished by selecting certain sn- 
lient phrases of 5 the author's and 
copying them. While such n proue- 
durc might, be of assislanoe to sonic 
Hludcnts in learning Iho Ihlriga sal 
down in the l.txt] w« do riot hellt/ve It 
could 1)0 of great enough viiluo lo 
compensate for the enormous amount 
of time which must be sponi on the 
purely mechonleol procoaaes Involved 
Jt Js not a painless education un 
ij/u arguing for. It Is an education 
wli4ch will bo broad and thorough, 
/ree from pedantry and Irrelevant 
details. \
